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CHASRMAN  BOTEIN  ASKS 
ANNUAL  FUNDS  BY  MAIL 

The  letter  by  Bernard  Botein, 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
to  all  members  of  the  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  and  others  who  attend 
during  the  year  and  at  the  High  Holy 
Day  season  is  a  radical  departure  in 
the  Synagogue  fund  raising  proce¬ 
dure.  Yet  it  is  one  which  many  have 
regarded  long  overdue,  and  to  which 
most  have  looked  forward  for  years. 

in  his  letter  judge  Botein  com¬ 
mented  in  part  that  “we  hope  this 
year  to  be  able  to  raise  the  required 
sum  without  an  appeal  from  the  pul¬ 
pit,  or  the  taking  of  pledges,  or  any 
other  of  the  distasteful  interruptions 
with  which  in  the  past  we  have  per¬ 
force  disturbed  our  worship.”  This 
change  in  practice,  which  will  be 
made  possible  if  the  response  to 
Board  Chairman’s  letter  approaches 
last  year’s  appeal  from  the  pulpit,  is 
a  highly  desirable  one,  and  one  which 
the  Congregation  will  grow  to  appre¬ 
ciate  even  more  when  the  solemnity 
and  dignity  of  the  service  no  longer 
need  be  upset  and  broken.  It  will  add 
immeasurably  to  the  beauty  of  the 
worship  for  all  of  us,  and  will  bring 
a  deeper  sense  of  peace  and  enrich¬ 
ment  to  the  prayer  of  each  individual

Rabbi  Kertzer  comes  to  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  with  an  outstand¬ 
ing  reputation  in  the  rabbinate  and 
for  his  very  special  talents  in  the 
field  of  community  work  with  Jewish 
youth  and  young  adults.  Most  recent¬ 
ly  Rabbi  Kertzer  served  in  the  Army 
as  a  Chaplain,  with  nineteen  months 
duty  overseas.  He  spent  nine  months 
in  Italy  and  ten  months  in  France 
and  Germany.  Rabbi  Kertzer  was 
assigned  to  the  famed  Third  Division, 
just  recently  returned  to  this  country 
from  occupation  duty;  to  the  Forty- 
Fifth  Division  which  made  history  by 
its  dogged  stand  at  the  Anzio  beach¬ 
head,  where  he  was  the  only  Jewish 
chaplain  in  attendance;  and  to  the 
First  Armored  Division,  which  was 
the  spearhead  of  much  of  the  Allied 
campaign  in  central  Italy. 

Shortly  after  his  graduation  from 
the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary 
with  the  prize  in  Bihle,  Rabbi  Kertzer 
became  the  first  assistant  director  of 
the  Bnai  Brith  Hillel  Foundation  at 
the  University  of  Illinois  under  Dr. 
A.  L.  Sachar.  He  remained  in  this 
post  from  1934  until  1936,  at  which 
lime  he  became  the  Hillel  Founda¬ 
tion  director  at  the  University  of 
Alabama.  In  1939  Rabbi  Kertzer

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SEMINARY  HONORS 
RABBI  STEINBERG 

The  Jewish  Theological  Seminary 
conferred  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Hebrew  Letters,  honoris  causa,  upon 
Rabbi  Milton  Steinberg  at  its  Com¬ 
mencement  ceremonies  on  Sunday, 
September  15th. 

The  degree  was  conferred  by  Dr. 
Louis  Finkelstein,  President  of  the 
Seminary,  in  the  presence  of  the 
Faculty,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
the  graduating  class  of  the  Rabbin¬ 
ical  School  and  their  guests.  In  a 
moving  ceremony  Dr.  Finkelstein 
read  the  following  citation: 

“Milton  Steinberg,  graduate  of  this 
Seminary  and  ordained  as  Rabbi  in 
the  class  of  1928;  Rabbi  of  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  in  this  city; 
formerly  Rabbi,  Temple  Beth  El 
Zedeck,  Indianapolis,  Indiana;  for¬ 
merly  instructor  at  the  Teachers  In¬ 
stitute  of  this  Seminary;  instructor 
classical  Languages,  College  of  the 
City  of  New  York,  1924-1925;  spe¬ 
cial  lecturer  in  Systematic  Theology  at 
this  Seminary  in  the  years  1942-1944; 
wise  counsellor,  eminent  thinker, 
noted  author,  eloquent  preacher, 
teacher,  scholar,  pastor  and  above 
all  12  nn  "iltfK  W’K  “a  man  in  whom 
is  spirt.” 

“By  your  numerous  writings  you 
have  brought  many  of  our  people 
and  other  Americans  to  a  better 
understanding  and  appreciation  of 
the  nobility  of  the  Jewish  tradi¬ 
tion,  of  the  great  and  enduring  con¬ 
tributions  made  by  our  Sages  to  the 
culture  of  the  world;  of  the  place 
of  the  Jewish  ethic  and  religion  in 
uncovering  new  truths  about  life  and 
new  insights  into  the  meaning  of 
of  human  existence. 

“Through  your  personal  influence 
over  all  who  have  come  in  contact 
with  you,  your  former  teachers  on 
the  Faculty  of  this  Seminary,  your 
colleagues  in  the  Rabbinate,  the  pres¬ 
ent  student  body  of  the  Seminary,  the 
membership  of  your  congregation, 
and  the  vastly  larger  group  through¬ 
out  the  country  which  looks  to  you  as 
its  Rabbi  par  excellence,  you  have 
greatly  strengthened  Jewish  life  in 
our  time,  bringing  to  it  new  forces 
for  leadership,  new  energies  for  cre¬ 
ativeness. 

“Through  your  rare  gifts  of  style 
and  expression,  you  have  been  able 
to  stir  thousands  of  hearers  and  read¬ 
ers  to  new  standards  of  generosity, 
of  nobility  and  of  spirituality;

moved  once  again,  this  time  to  take 
over  the  Hillel  Foundation  program 
at  the  University  of  Iowa,  where  he 
also  became  a  member  of  the  faculty 
with  the  rank  of  associate  professor. 

Rabbi  Kertzer  has  just  completed 
a  book  on  his  experiences  in  the 
armed  forces,  which  will  be  published 
in  December  by  Behrman’s  Book 
House  under  the  title  “With  An  ‘H’ 
On  My  Dog  Tags.”  It  will  deal  with 
all  his  military  experiences,  including 
his  participation  in  the  rededication 
of  the  Grand  Synagogue  in  Rome  on 
the  day  our  entry  into  that  city,  as 
well  as  his  conduct  of  tours  of  Jewish 
servicemen  to  Palestine  after  Y-E 
day. 

The  new  Associate  Rabbi  is  in¬ 
tensely  warm  and  friendly  and  he  is 
more  than  anxious  to  share  and  speak 
about  his  non-rabbinical  interests  as 
well  as  those  of  a  rabbinic  nature. 
His  ability  with  movie  photography, 
his  prowess  as  a  table  tennis  player 
(he  was  collegiate  champion  at  the 
University  of  Toronto  in  his  student 
days),  as  well  as  his  continued  in¬ 
terest  in  sports  will  endear  him  the 
more  quickly  and  firmly  to  many  in 
the  congregation  who  share  those 
same  interests.

NOTES  ON  HIGH 
HOLY  DAY  MUSIC

The  music  of  the  High  Holy  Day 
services  is  rich  and  varied.  The  works 
of  some  thirty  composers  are  repre¬ 
sented  as  well  as  those  musical  offer¬ 
ings  whose  authorship  has  been  lost 
in  the  passing  of  the  centuries.  It  all 
represents  the  evolution  of  our  Syna¬ 
gogue  liturgy,  and  the  influence  of 
all  musical  development  can  be  seen, 
as  it  affected  the  Hebrew  mode  of 
prayer  and  glorification  of  our  God. 

The  attitudes  of  humble  prayer,  of 
supplication,  and  of  the  profound 
grandeur  of  the  great  holy  day  are 
all  blended  into  the  music  surround¬ 
ing  the  Rosh  Hashanah  service.  To 
these  are  added  the  Yom  Kip  pur 
notes  of  confession,  of  forgiveness 
and  contrition.  The  majesty  and 
splendor  of  the  Yom  Kippur  and 
Rosh  Hashanah  prayers  are  all  caught 
in  the  web  of  the  music  and  high¬ 
lighted  so  as  to  afford  each  person 
pryaing  the  deepest  emotional  re¬ 
sponse  and  awareness  of  the  beauty 
of  the  religious  way  of  life. 

The  ancient  melodies  are  thought 
to  go  back  as  far  as  the  days  at  Mt. 
Sinai,  and  they  have  been  the  sacred 
trust  of  the  Hazanim  through  the 
years.  Despite  their  antiquity,  their 
limelessness  stirs  a  responsive  chord 
in  us  whenever  they  are  heard.  They

scribed  in  the  Book  of  Remembrance 
are  asked  to  submit  those  names  to 
the  Synagogue  office  no  later  than 
September  20th  at  5  P.M. 

The  Book  of  Remembrance  will 
be  used  during  the  Yizlcor  Service  on 
Yom  Kippur  day.

“Moved  by  their  affection  and  re¬ 
spect  for  you,  the  members  of  the 
Faculty  of  this  Seminary  have  unani¬ 
mously  recommended,  and  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  have 
unanimously  approved,  that  you  be 
admitted  to  an  honorary  degree  in 
this  Seminary,  and  have  authorized 
me  to  confer  on  you  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Hebrew  Letters,  honoris 
causa.
